opening remarks of Douglas Bremner, 
B.Sc, as he gave the Graduates' So- 
ciety Radiologue over Station CKAC 
last night. These talks usually take 
place on Monday and Friday but this 
week it had been unavoidably post- 
poned. 

This Important decision must be 
made at a time when the boy has no 
specific or even general knowledge 
of the business or professional life 
which lies ahead of him," the speaker 
went on to say. "A man cannot be a 
success in business unless, he likes his 
work, any. more than a man can be 
happy in his own home unless he loves 
his" wife." The speaker advised all 
youths to remain at school whenever 
possible at least until they have com- 
pleted the ordinary High School course. 
College Education 

Mr. Bremner stressed the fact that 
a college education will not in itself 
ensure a boy's success any more than 
the absence of such will prove aji un- 
surmoun table handicap. He said . that 
he shared the opinion that the ten- 
dency to specialisation had been over- 
done, and that in future a man pos- 
sessed of more general knowledge will 
have a decided advantage. 

The method which the speaker sug- 
gested was the following: Purchase an 
exercise book of not less than 100 
pages, at the top of each double page 
write down the name of the different 
businesses or professions, whether they 
. appeal to you or not. Then on the 
left hand side of each double page, 
write down all you know about the 
particular business or profession, arid 
your "idea of '"thé qùàlif icâtibns neces- 
sary to succeed in the same. On the 
îiïht hand page enumerate the par- 
tliular disadvantages or handicaps 
which would have to be accepted or 
overcome. ! 

Mr. Bremner then outlined some of 
the prerequisites of the various pro- 
fessions such as Engineering, Aviation, 
Architecture, School Teaching, etc. 
This record of advantage disadvantages 
and qualifications would be useful in 
cross-checking the final selections 
made. After having completed the 
whole book, he. stated, commence, a 
process of elimination to mark out

Eight Against Odds 

W$ E. GladwisU Addressed 
• 1 Literary Society Last. 

Wight : :.' 

Presldept R. U. MacLean of the 
Presbyterian College Literary and 
Philosophic Society Introduced W. B. 
Gladwish to speak at a meeting held 
last' night .oh: "Sir' Ernest Shackleton 
and his voyage to the Antarctic." 

Thirty-one years ago, Captain Scott 
led the first expedition to the south 
pole. It fell short by ninety miles. 
Captain" Scott tried . again, setting- but 
at thé same time as' the Scandinavian 
Amundsen. Better equipped, the Nor- 
wegian won. Struggling at the rate of 
five miles a day over the treacherous, 
sliding surface, they had covered most 
of the nine hundred mile journey back 
when the first of the party! swollen 
and ulcered with frost - bite, dropped 
out. The heroic martyrdom of Captain 
Oates followed. With eleven miles to 
go to the- food basé,' a blizzard delayed 
the ; party long enough. to starve those 
remaining. 

With this inspiration, Ernest Shack- 
leton equipped the ship "Endurance" 
and set out in 1914 for: South Georgia. 
From this bleak island the explorers 
headed for the South Polar- continent. 
After a journey of froçeri rigging and 
biting wind they.'reachèd the surround- 
ing, ice-belt, which immediately closed 
on I them and they were solidly fixed 
for the ,wlnter r Iong nlghfc The twenty- 
two, explorers did everything^ possible 
to break the monotony andisilepce, and 
all were alive and sane when the light 
returned in the spring. 

The men began to chop vainly at the 
encircling ice. Then one night, the ice 
shoved, and the' ship ^was: a heap of 
lumber and scrap metal hxthe morn- 
ing.. Two pounds of baggage was al- 
lotted- to each man and, dragging three 
smair boats, the party set out for open 
water..

Created Best Type Of Short 
Story — Influenced By 
Nurse

At a meeting of the Epgllsh Litera 
turè Society, held In the Union Grill 
Room yesterday afternoon, Stanford 
Held discussed Stevenson, the snort 
story writer. He described Stevenson 
as creating the best type . of short 
story, stressing his spirit of boyish- 
ness In opposition to the realistic 
school of today, which leans to mor- 
bidity, and sordldnes. ' [ 

There are two sides to Stevenson, the 
moralist and the adventurer, the 
speaker pointed out. He then went 
on to show the different influences 
which determined these traits in Stev- 
enson, The person who mort Influenced 
him was his old Scotch nurse. Cummy, 
who instilled in her charge a strict 
moral sense, and also helped form his 
taste , for adventure by her : tales of 
the Scotch highlands. ' The chief fac- 
tor in forming his adventurous tastes, 
however, was his illness, t Stevenson 
found ' in writing an outlet for' the de- 
sires which his Illness kept him from; 
Next to Cummy, Scott derived the: in- 
spiration- for his subject matter from 
Scott. Hé' did not, tic we ver, agree with 
Scott In all points. Stevenson did 'not 
admire Scott's prose style. • 
Great English Stylist 

Stevenson's style was influenced by 
contemporary; French writers. ■■[ He 
was one of the greatest stylists in ■ the 
English language, his writing ..bç.lng 
explicit and to the point.' His polish 
and rhythm were almost i .e'uphuUtic. 
He had a nervous energy which . few 
authors can attain. Although, his atyle 
Is.somewhat artificial it Is on the whole 
artistic. 

In his first stories the moral; ele- 
ment predominated, .in ; ."A Lodging 
for the Night" he.deecribea the theory, 

what he wanted. Thl» tbeor^.,farti»ed 
the whole Idea of the- first story, and 
the nucleus of the second. In "WU1 
o' .the Mill" he laughs : at. philosophic 
thought without action. In this story 
the speaker thinks Stevenson may 
have, been taking a backhand stroke 
at Hawthorne. . 

Adventure Stories 

Stevenson next •.wwtei-two stories 
with the element , of ad^tw^Tha» 
were ;"The -Pavillon onithe Links" and 
"The Latter Day. Arabian .Nlglitsi" 
The fbfst shows- the typical manner 
In later romance coming out on . topi 
The second is in his lowest level. It 
has no dramatic ending, as Stevenson's 
stories' usually have. In , "The -.Pavilion 
onritoe^Ltoks^y-be is mustràtlng his 
theory that the bert way to clear up 
crime is to laugh at it. . . 

Starting with "The . Merry .Men- 
Stevenson brings In the superriatural

PRIZES AWARDED 

Paton, Chipman And Symc 
Among Successful Sum- 
mer Essay Writers 

Showing how the demands of the 
automobile industry had completely 
revolutionized the refining of petro- 
leum during the last few years, Dr. 
Andcrron of the Shell Oil Co., 'ôiîF" 
lined the main points of this opera- 
tion In a luncheon-address before the 
Engineering Undergraduate Society 
In the Union yesterday. Prizes fot. 
summer essays were also awarded. 

In the earliest petroleum refineries 
the sole object was the production oi 
kerosene, both the lighter and heavier 
products being discarded as useless 
This operation was carried out In a 
single still. 

Second Stage 

• The next phase was the introduc- 
tion of multiple-stills making a 
ber of products. At this time the in- 
duction of gasoline became a factor In 
the Industry and the heavier oils were 
used for purposes of lubrication. ■ . 

With the Introduction of pipe stills . 
to'replace the old retort type, greater, 
refinement in separation became pos- - ,r 
slblo which reached e climax with the , 





invention of fractionation. 

Cracking Method 
At this time the demands of the 
automobile trade became the major 
factor In the refining of petroleum and 
the greatest attention was paid to thé 
production of a large quantity of gaso- \ 
line. A method was devised whereby 
the heavier parts of the crude petro- 
leum could be broken down Into the 
lighter gasoline by the application of 
heat This method had the added 
advantage of providing ;a use for the 
heavier parts.

Further- 
more, without the introduction of elec- 
trical control It would be Impossible 
to carry out continuous operations as

Endlessly are the various personality 
types in a university brought to Our &t- 
Mention. We are too familiar with th* 
sponger, the prig, the deadhead, the Joe 
College type, the all-work-and->hOrplày 
type,' and so on to infinity. With these we 
>re constantly ih contact, that is, if the 
rattge of our acquaintances is sufficiently 
éitendèd. Otherwise, we corriè across them 
,èither through heàrsay or in college pa-: 
'pers very often, we get into the habit Of- 
associating thèse types with college life 
. only, but they are really the counterparts 
"of similar ones in our society. ' Words- 
worth's notion that the "Child is the fathé? 
of the Màn" can be applied in this casé 
i with its dué forcé. 

None of us are immune from being 
classified into some group or other; there 
is always some specific type into which 
,wa may fit. Of course, no two people are 
exactly alike; otherwise we" should say that 
there are as many types as there are hu> 
i man beings in the world. Classifying peo- 
ple in this manner is merely a convenient 
method of formulating some systematic 
Order by which human traits may bè stu* 
died. Without this attempt to dérivé a

element. In "The Bottle Imp," which 
was written for the benefit of the 
South Sea Islanders the boyish ele- 
ment in Stevenson'3 mind Is illustrated 
by his ability to understand the super- 
natural and superstitious Ideas of the 
natives. He Is able to approve their 
beliefs. Unlike the realists he excludes 
all morbid elements and enjoys sub- 
jects of the open air. The moral ele- 
ment also comes into this story. The 
lesson which he teaches the natives 
is that they should not allow the devil 
to control them. "The Bottle Imp" Is 
a good Illustration of the artist and 
. the moralist fighting within Steven- 
son.; •„/;• 

Stories on One Level 

What chiefly makes the excellence 
of Stevenson's style Is that the story 
is always on one level. If the begin- 
ning is tragic there is a tragic end- 
ing. Any impression besides the one 
the author wanted to give is left out. 
In "Markhelm'' the idea Is conveyed 
throughout the whole story. Markheim 
must pay the penalty. 

Stevenson always has swift action 
in his stories. The influence of his 
sicknezs was important in this factor. 
Because he could not move fast him- 
self, his stories must move fast. He 
usually opered his stories with either 
a person or action. Only in one, "A 
Lodging for the Night," he does not 
begin with a person or a direct speech. 
Compares with Other Writers 
The speaker gave a brief compari- 
son of Stevenson with other writers. 
Whereas O'Henry stops the action 
suddenly and gives a surprise ending. 
Stevenson surpasses h'.m In liaving 
the element of surprise all through the 
story. He compares him with Sellings 
and Edgar Alien Poe in relation of 
atmosphere, action and character. Al- 
though Selling usually has local color 
and atmosphere, he merely tacks some 
story onto the atmosphere. Stevenson 
makes the three harmonize. "Merrie 
Men" is a good Illustration of this 
unity of impression. He does not raise 
us falsely and drop us with a thump, 
as Poe does. 

Stevenson Is like and unlike Poe. 
Poe Is Influenced by the Germans, 
Stevenson by the French. Poe Is not 
like Stevenson the robust, out of door 
type but the morbid,;' dungeon type. 
They anvhowever, alike in their tech- 
nique. While Stevenson writes with 
nervous energy, Poe writes hi a clear, 
limpid style. Unlike Hawthorne he 
does not show ideas dressed up in 
clothes but flesh and blood dressed 
up in ideas. Hawthorne had little^ 
humor. Stevenson had it abundantly 
Steven-.on was light and interesting. 
Hawthorne was more solid and heavy 
Stevenson's stories will probably last. 
All of Kipling's will not. In Kipling

The erseutial characteristic of 

Brahms' music Is Its simplicity and 
it was this simplicity tliat doubt- 
less caused much of the unfavor- 
able criticism to be directed 
against him. It took time to 
appreciate the nature of his works. 
One has only to glance at the 
names of his own day to realize 
the truth of this statement, con- 
> tlnued the speaker. His age and 
generation marked the hey-dey of 
such figm-es as Chopin, Litz. Wag- 
ner, Caecar Franck. Schuman and 
other great composers. Further- 
more, as Europe had only Just re- 
covered from the" Napoleonic wars, 
musicians of his day were In- 
clined to show a marked spirit of 
nationalism in their music. 
Brahms took no part in this move- 
ment. Neither was he a member 
of either of the two recognized 
schools of music: the Cossack 
school, or the "New School." 
Brahms, said the speaker, was too 
great to confine himself to either 
national or party limits, and as a 
consequence placed himself be- 
tween two fires. These circum- 
stances combined were the cause 
of his unpopularity in his own day. 
Piano Music 
The favorite study of Brahms 
was that of folk songs and folk 
music. His compositions include 
Hungarian, German and Scottish 
folk songs— In- all one hundred and 
nineteen tunes; of these fifty-six 
were rearranged by him. He left 
as his legacy to mankind, apart 
from his orchestral works, one 
hundred and ninety-six songs. 

In the realm of piano music 
Brahms started something quite 
new. He introduced what was re- 
cognized as a new Idiom. This 
required a different movement of 
the arms and fingers than the 
music of- the old school. • The new 
elasticity of action r e q ulre d 
brought more criticism against 
him, but as he himself sa'.d, "If 
there Is to be progress we must 
not be held back by a new diffi- 
culty."

Men Show More 
Perception Than 
Women In Tests 



Lafayette, Ind. — Disproving some 
age old beliefs concerning the per- 
ceptive abilities of the two sexes, a 
series of psychological te:ts were given 
recently to a group of Southern Cali- 
fornia University étudents by the de- 
partment of psychology of that school. 

Exploding the . traditional theory 
that women are more talkative than 
men, a rapid vocabulary test was giv- 
en. In this experiment both men and 
women were told to write as many 
words as they could think' of in a 
limited amount of, time. When the re- 
sults' were compared, it* was found 
that the male students were able io 
fill a greater portion of their papers. 

In a second test, the comparative 

speed of reaction of men and women 

was recorded on an extremely delicate 

instrument called the chronoscope. In 

this apparatus the vibration of the 

voice temporarily broke the electric 

current passing through a sensitive 

diaphragm. The span of time between 

the administered stimulus and the 
... 

spoken answer was recorded by a stop 
watch which meacilred to the hun- 
dredth of a second. . Again, the men 
displayed a quicker perceptive' -power 
in the test. 

An eastern scientist has asserted 
that, In the future, the majority of 
airplane pilots will be found among 
tho women. Tills statemeht was dis- 
proved in the . experiment, since the 
chronoscope : test 'is said ' tô : bè 'one of 
the criteria "by "which prospective 
pilots are judged. Hence "the" future 
filers may not all be Amelia Earharts, 
but there might be 6ome Lindberghs 
among them after all.
